They were accused of 
plying prison officials with gifts, 
entertainment, food and lodging in 
return for being allowed to have 
sexual 
relations with a female 
companion 
A federal grand jury indictment 
charged that on June 28, 1971, both 
John 
and 
Angelo 
had 
sexual 
relations with female companions 
within the institutional grounds and

1, 1971, John was 
allowed outside the prison camp to 
go to a Lompoc motel where he had 
sexual relations with a woman 
A total of 14 overt acts were listed 
in the indictment, occurring from

Bribery 
carries 
a 
maximum 15-year sentence while 
the gratuity charges carries a 
maximum of two years in prison and 
a $10,000 fine or both 
Dominic was acquitted of the 
bribery charge last year but was 
found guilty of giving a gratuity to a 
guard and his case is currently on 
appeal. 
Santiago was sentenced June 11 on 
accepting a gratuity charge and 
after a 45-day study, received six 
months sentece which he served on 
weekends at Santa Barbara County 
Ja il and Santa Maria Jail. 
Goddard was sentenced in Reno, 
Nevada and was placed on probation 
and fined $500 
The Alessio brothers will return 
April 8 for sentencing. All other 
charges against the three brothers 
are expected to be dropped at this 
time and the conspiracy charges 
against 
Dominic 
dismissed. 
Meanwhile, John and Angelo are

D. Johnson. The Goleta Valley 
Governmental Group had proposed 
the two-tier form of government for 
the valley under the annexation plan 
as 
an 
alternative 
to 
three 
incorporation proposals heard by 
the commission this year. 
LAFCO executive officer Johnson, 
who 
is 
also 
the 
county’s 
administrative officer, previously 
had recommended outright denial of 
the petitions of Hope Ranch and Isla 
Vista 
for cityhood, 
and denial 
w ithout 
p reju d ice 
of 
the 
incorporation plan of Goleta Valley 
Chamber of Commerce embracing 
the entire valley. 
Thursday’s 
hearing 
will 
be 
conducted 
in 
the 
supervisors’ 
hearing 
room 
of 
the 
County 
Administration Building in Santa 
Barbara. 
Johnson said he is recommending 
annexation as he feels the resulting 
two-tier government would be the 
“ most efficient” government for 
both the valley and the city. 
The two-tier annexation plan is 
backed 
by 
the 
University 
of 
California, Santa Barbara. 
Opponents of annexation of the 


valley — who will continue to fight 
for incorporation — claim the two- 
tier proposal was a concession 
tossed out to try to win support from 
many foes of outright annexation. 
The two-tier plan, which probably 
would take years to implement, 
would give the valley communities 
some sort of autonomy, but not 
enough, in the view of incorporation 
supporters. 
Large numbers of the more than 
60,000 valley residents have been 
disenchanted 
w ith 
county 
government because it has allowed 
too rapid urban growth and too high 
population density in many areas, 
making it appear to be on the way 
toward 
becoming 
another 
San 
Fernando Valley. 
The 
annexation 
plan 
barely 
received a majority vote from the 
Santa Barbara city goals committee 
entrusted with the task of advising 
how far west the city should try to 
expand. 
To become 
operative, it would 
have to gain the consent of voters in 
both the valley and the city under 
election provisions of the District 
Reorganization Act of 1965. 
If the annexation plan gained 
approval of the area’s voters, the 
Goleta County Water District would 
be changed to a subsidiary district 
and Santa Barbara City Council 
would be designated as the ex­ 
officio board of directors. 
Hope Ranch and Isla Vista have 
entered vehement protests to being 
included in a new city in Goleta 
Valley as proposed by the valley 
chamber of commerce. 


Simon: energy prices on way up 


PORTLAND, 
Ore. 
(U PI) 
- 
Federal energy chief William Simon 
said Monday that eventually the 
United States will lift price ceilings 
on coal, gas and petroleum products 
to stimulate investments in new 
energy developments. 
In a telephone interview with the 
Portland Oregonian, Simon said the 
free market system for energy 
products of all kinds is inevitable if 
the nation is to solve its long-range 
supply demand imbalances. 
“ That means prices are going to 
go up anytime supplies are short,” 
Simon said. But he also said it would 
mean reaching self-sufficiency a lot 
faster 
and 
not 
subjecting 
to 


economic blackmail from the Arab 
states. 
If Arab nations lift their oil 
embargo to the U.S., he said it would 
shorten lines at service stations 
“ but not solve the gasoline crisis by 
itself.” 


He said the nation would continue 
to feel the effects of the energy 
crisis until America’s oil companies 
increase their refining capacity. 


“ When and if the Arab embargo is 
lifted, we can expand our domestic 
refinery production from 82 per cent 
to 100 per cent, which translates to 
14 million barrels a day,” Simon 
said.

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Teen-ager terrorizes 426 


in jumbo hijack misfire 


NAHA, 
Okinawa 
(U P I) 
— A 
masked 
Japanese 
teen-ager 
described as “ somewhat out of his 
mind” hijacked a Japan Air Lines 
super jumbo jet with 426 persons 
aboard today and held them for a 
ransom of more than $55 million 
before being outwitted and subdued 
by police. 
There were no injuries aboard the 
giant Boeing 747SR “ air bus ” But 
one 
45-year-old 
Japanese 
man 
suffered an apparent heart attack 
and was hospitalized. 
Seven policemen disguised in the 
white coveralls of 
maintenance 
workers boarded the plane as it sat 
on the deserted runway at Naha 
Airport for six and one-half hours 
and three of them burst into the 
cockpit and overpowered the 18- 
year-old hijacker, police said. 
“ He seemed to have no time to 
show any resistance,” a spokesman 
said. They said he was unarmed, but 
had kept his hand inside a zippered 
black flight bag and told crewmen 
“ you will obey our orders.” 
Police quoted the boy as saying he 
had seized the plane in order to 
“ study the earth.” He was wearing 
dark sunglasses and a white face 
mask when he broke into the upper 
deck flight cabin and took control of 
the airplane just before it landed at 
Naha on a 1,000 mile domestic flight 
from Tokyo. 
The plane landed at 1:36 p.m. 
(12:36 a.m. ED T) and the boy was 
captured just before 8 p.m. (7 a.m. 
EDT). 
Joel Tucker, 42, an American 
passenger, told U PI the passengers 
took the air piracy “ very, very 
calmly.” 
“ There was no panic at all,” said 
Tucker, who lives in Japan and is 
Far East Director of Commercial 
Airplane 
Sales 
for 
the 
Boeing 
Aircraft Manufacturing Co. “ We 
had nothing to do except to read and 
sleep.” He said the biggest problem 
was being bored as the plane sat 
idle. Tucker said the hijacker never 
spoke to the passengers. 
Police said the hijacker was an 18- 
year-old 
Japanese 
from 
Aichi 
prefecture. His name was withheld 
because Japanese 
law 
prevents 
identification of anyone under 20 
involved in a crime. 
Officials at Naha Airport said all 
aboard the Boeing 747 SR air bus 
were safe. At least four of the 
passengers were Americans who 
were among 162 women, children 
and older men released before the 
hijacker 
was outwitted 
by the 
Okinawa police. 
Aside from the record ransom, the 
hijacker demanded JA L give him 15 
pieces of ordinary rope, 15 pieces of 
vinyl mountain climbing rope, one 
rope-cutting knife, 15 parachutes, 15 
eye masks, two picks, a shovel, one 
black suitcase and 15 pairs of 
handcuffs. 
The 
demands 
indicated 
the 
hijacker might have contemplated 
some grandiose scheme such as 
parachuting into the mountains with 
a number of hostages. 
Soon after the landing on Okinawa 
at the big former U.S. military base, 
the hijacker, wearing a white mask 
and dark glasses, let some of the 
passengers 
off 
the 
plane 
but 
continued to hold the others and the 
crew of 20 while he communicated 
with the pilot only in writing. 
The plane was seized shortly 
before it was letting down for a 
landing at at Naha at 1:36 p.m. 
(12:36 a.m. ED T) with only enough 
fuel to fly for a few hours, JA L said.

House panel requests recording 
of 'crucial7 meeting with Dean 


WASHINGTON

The 
House Judiciary Committee has 
asked the White House for a tape 
recording made by President Nixon 
of 
his 
“ personal 
recollections” 
following a crucial meeting at which 
John W. Dean III first told him of 
the Watergate cover-up. 
A previously undisclosed tape 
casette made by Nixon following his 
March 21, 1973, meeting with Dean 
and other top White House aides, 
was among the items requested by 
the House committee in a five page 
letter, dated Feb. 25, to James D. St. 
Clair, 
Nixon’s 
chief 
Watergate 
lawyer. Attached to the letter were 
17 pages 
of 
items 
specifically 
requested by the committee. 
“ This list is by no means intended 
to be all-inclusive, and, as we have 
indicated, we expect that further 
requests will be necessary,” said 
John Doar, the committee’s counsel 
in the letter. The committee is 
studying possible impeachment of 
the President. 
A copy of the letter was shown to 
U PI by a White House official, who 
asked not to be identified. The 
official complained that the long list 
of tapes and documents in the letter 
was evidence of a “ major broad- 
scale 
fishing 
expedition” 
being 
carried on by the committee. 
The letter was the first indication 
that Nixon made the tape recording 
of his personal recollections of the 
meeting. The March 21 meeting ap­ 
peared to be a crucial one in 
determining Nixon’s actions in the 
cover-up. 
Dean testified before the Senate 
Watergate committee the President 
said there would be “ no problem” 
raising $1 million in “ hush money” 
for the Watergate defendants and 
that executive clemency also was 
discussed. 
Nixon, in a news conference last 
week, said that while he had told 


Dean that it would be possible to 
raise 
the 
money 
and 
grant 
clemency, he also added the phrase 
“ but it would be wrong.” 
A tape recording made by Nixon 
shortly after the meeting could 
clarify Nixon’s intentions. 
Former White House Chief of 
Staff 
H R. 
Haldeman gave an 
account similar to Nixon's at the 
Senate 
Watergate 
committee 
hearings last summer. The grand 
jury, 
in its March 
1 cover-up 
conspiracy 
indictment of 
seven 
former Nixon associates, underlined 
the phrase “ but, it would be wrong” 
in 
Haldeman’s 
testimony 
and 
charged him with perjury. 
In addition to the lengthy request

White 
House

and 
documents relating to Watergate, 
the House investigators also sought 
information on contributions from 
m ilk 
p ro d u cers 
and 
the 
administration’s 
dealings 
with 
International 
Telephone 
and 
Telegraph Corp. (IT T ). 


“ We must be assured that there 
are no needless delays and that no 
necessary evidence is permitted to 
rem ain 
und isco vered

unexamined,” Doar said. 


Doar also asked the White House 
to reveal how the files of former top 
Nixon aides Haldeman, John D. 
Ehrlichman, Charles W. Colson and 
Dean were organized. 


Heater ignites gasoline

A Lompoc fire official blamed an

installation for a fire yesterday that 
destroyed a garage at 1121 N. Third 
St., and narrowly missed burning a 
young girl.

gasoline were ignited by the pilot of 
a hot water heater that had been 
installed at the floor level. In new 
construction, hot water heaters 
must be installed 18 inches to two 
feet above the floor for safety 
reasons, a city official said. 
Reid said the girl, Jill Walker who 
is about 12 years old apparently 
knocked over an uncapped plastic 
container of gasoline while trying to 
lift her bicycle. When the flames 
erupted the girl became entangled 
in the bicycle and dragged it with 
her as she fled the flames.

The AAA contended the 
program is not working very 
well, and that contrary to 
what the Federal Energy 
Office says, some states 
will get less gasoline on the 
average during March than 
they received in February. 


Recent shifts in gasoline 
allocations have made a 
major impact on former

gasoline 
stations 
in 
some 
areas, 
particularly 
around 
New 
York 
and 
Washington. 
Humphrey suggested that 
the situation might get tight

C o n s e r v a t i v e 
p a r t y 
government’s controversial 
Industrial Relations Act. 
This was designed to curb 
wildcat strikes and limit 
labor union powers. It was 
deeply resented by the labor 
unions and the Labor party

pledge. 
Prominent among the new 
government’s pledges was

renegotiation” of Britain’s

Palatable to most appetites is a good spaghetti 
dinner. Quick and easy to prepare, it needs only a 
green salad and French garlic bread to complete 
the meal. Wine is optional but a pleasant 
accompaniment. Betty Hoffman, our “ stand-by” 
cooking column author (with Russ Allen, her 
across-the-street neighbor) shares her spaghetti 
sauce recipe today. 


In dutch oven, pour V\ cup olive oil and let warm 
over low heat; add two peeled cloves of garlic, 
mashed or chopped very fine. Next add crumbled 
hamburger meat, 1 lb. or more according to 
number to be served, and Vz cud of diced onions. 
Should meat be increased by Vz or 1 lb., increase 
onions to % cup. 


Cook mixture until meat is brown and onion 
«transparent. Add one large can of tomato sauce (if 
hamburger amount is increased, add another small 
can.) To this, add one 6 oz. can tomato paste, one 6 
oz. can water and 2 tsps. spaghetti sauce seasoning 
or Italian seasoning. (Lacking either of these, use 
Vz tsp. garlic powder, 1 tsp. oregano, Vz tsp. basil.) 
Also add 1 tsp. salt and dash of pepper. Feel free to 
ad lib with extra ingredients such as mushroom 
bits and stems and V* cup of parmesan cheese. 
Let simmer until ready to serve over cooked 
spaghetti (which we assume everyone knows how 
to toil in water for 10-12 minutes with a bit of oil to 
prevent sticking.) Drain; add the sauce and serve. 
Lacking French bread, white bread may be used 
as a substitute. Betty cuts thick slices in four 
pieces, toasts on one side, then spreads with 
margarine, sprinkle with garlic powder, and 
returns to oven o toast the other side. 
For a green salad, she likes to use both lettuce 
and curly endive, adding green onions, tomato and 
green pepper. Score a cucumber, cut once down the 


center and slice thin for a special look to your 
salad. Toss lightly. 
Rub salad bowl with garlic and use an Italian 
salad dressing mix. Or mix your own, combining l/z 
cup olive oil, V4 cup red wine vinegar, V* tsp. garlic 
powder, ‘A tsp. oregano leaves, Vz tsp. basil, Vz tsp. 
salt, V\ tsp. coarse ground pepper. 
Especially welcome in meatless days of Lent are 
such recipes as the following: 
Rice and Egg Patties 
Six hard cooked eggs; Wz cups cooked rice; one- 
third cup mayonnaise, 2 tsp. grated onion; 1 tsp 
salt; Vz tsp. pepper; 1 cup bread crumbs. 
Start oven at 450 degree. Grease baking sheet. 
Chop 
eggs 
coarsely 
and 
combine with 
all 
ingredients except crumbs. Shape in sixeflat cakes; 
coat well with crumbs. Place on prepared pan and 
bake in oven for 15 minutes or until lightly browned. 
Serve hot with mushroom sauce. 
Vz lb. fresh mushrooms; 2 tbsp. butter or 
margarine; 2 tbsp. flour; Vz cup heavy cream; Vz 
cup sour cream; Vz tsp. salt; V4 tsp. pepper. 
Wash and drain mushrooms, slice stems and caps 
thin Cook with onion in butter or margarine over 
low heat for about 10 minutes or until tender but not 
browned Push vegetables to one side and stir in 
flour until smooth Add cream, sour cream and 
seasonings. Mix slowly and stir until toiling point. 
Mix vegetables evenly into sauce and spread over 
patties. (Makes about two cups of sauce.) The 
sauce is also good over omelets and pancakes, 
meat dishes, meat loaf or steaks.

In the Ellsberg case it is 
apparent that the testimony 
of David R Young, 37, and 
Egil “ Bud” Krogh Jr., 34,

“ p lu m b ers” 
chieftains, holds the key to 


the 
possible 
roles 
of 
Khrlichman and Colson in 
c o n n e c tio n 
w ith 
the 
burglary 
Both Young and Krogh 
w ere 
instru m en tal 
in 
planning 
the 
K llsberg 
burglary, according to their 
own testimony Yet Krogh 
was allowed to plead guilty 
to a reduced charge and got 
a relatively light six-month 
sentence, and all charges 
were 
dropped 
against 
Young, who was granted 
immunity. 
Both men are cooperating 
in the federal investigation, 
Watergate Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski’s office said. 
California charges against

Kissinger criticizes 
Europe-Arab oil deal

The Detroit Pistons’ playoff problems appear miniscule when 
measured against the do or die battle between Golden State and Los 
Angeles for a Western Division berth in the postseason games. 


Detroit, seeking to clinch its first playoff spot since 1968, bowed 120- 
108 to Golden State Monday night, but still holds a five-game edge in a 
bid to enter pro basketball’s “ second season” of play. 


Golden State inched a game ahead of Los Angeles in the Pacific 
Division as Rick Barry scored 40 points against Detroit. The Warriors, 
41-30, have 11 games remaining, while the Lakers, 41-32, are down to 
nine. The Pistons are 47-28, five games better than LA, as they seek to 
join Milwaukee and Chicago as Midwest Division playoff teams. 


The Pistons were concerned for a while about the status of Bob 
Lanier after he suffered an eye injury in the second half and was taken 
to a hospital for treatment. The report was that the 6-11 center 
suffered a superficial eyeball injury in the game—a makeup after an 
early season contest was stopped because of an oily floor. 


Lanier was expected back in action tonight when Golden State plays 
at Detroit in a regularly scheduled game. 
Milwaukee topped Phoenix, 106-92, in the only other NBA game. In 
the ABA, New York downed Indiana, 124-117, in double overtime and 
Virginia beat San Antonio, 102-91.

Kareem Abdul-Jabbar was held to 18 points as Milwaukee reduced 
its magic number to four for clinching the Midwest Division crown.

Salmon streak; 
anchovy ripoff

Salmon fishinf» out of Port San I.uis was nothing short of 
fabulous during the latter part of last week, with 58 boats 
bringing in 334 fish between Tuesday and Friday 
Harbor Associates report that Friday, in spite of the 
terrific rain the previous day, 13 boats ventured out and 
brought in 65 fish The Chinooks are out there, just waiting 
to be caught 
Limits were plentiful, all sizeable fish We even heard 
stories of anglers unable to unload 20-inch ‘‘bonus fish” 
(under the limit) so that they could be free to go for a 
“ keeper” (legal size) Bonus fish are not strictly legal, but 
we can’t condemn the salmon fisherman for a small detour 
from the straight-and-narrow. 
The party boat “ A B.C.” limited out on a big run, and 
when a party boat limits out on salmon, you know the fish 
are there. 
Surf fishing has suffered from the prevalent storms, and 
reports are poor from Oceano Beach, usually a good spot 
Our favorite surf fishing spot is Guadalupe Ekach The ^st 
bait is either mussel or clam and sand crabs, if attainable 
We have had fair luck with artificial sand crabs, but they 
must really be fished. One must strike at the first nibble, 
before the fish gets a taste and spits it out. Fishing with a 
rod and spike will definitely not catch them with artificial 
crabs. 
ANCHOVY DANGER 
The anchovy controversy was running hot last week, with 
not much action from our local organizations There danger 
is very imminent As we go to press, the case is being heard 
by the commissioner again and we dread the outcome At 
the last meeting, the State Fish and Game Commission 
turned down a request from a commercial interest to raise 
the quota from 100,000 and to 156,000 tons, but allowed for a 
re-hearing. 
The DFG is acting in its usual indecisive manner by 
admitting that there were huge schools of anchovies some 
80 miles away and that a take increase “ might” not hurt 
the resources. They could not guarantee that the far-away 
schools will come close enough in for the reduction fishing 
boats to take them. 
The whole deal smells to high heaven and though we have 
not heard the result of the hearing, the commercial lobby in 
Sacramento is way stronger than even a mass protest from 
the fishing public. The day of the anchovy as a bait fish will 
be doomed, just like the sardine, which are just now slowly 
coming back and are already threatened by the dollar- 
hungry commercial interests. 
FRESHW ATER FISHING 
Local fishing has suffered due to the weather, but we find 
Lake Casitas very good on black bass, some crappie, and 
trout fair to slow. 
At Cachuma, large trout hold center stage, with rainbows 
up to four pounds caught. The best method for the big ones 
appears to be deep trolling. Bass fishing slow, with 
catfishing starting to pick up as the water warms. 
Lopez Lake very good on deep trolling. Bill Endert, the 
fishing pharmacist, went out trolling in spite of the wind 
and rain and came back with a limit of rainbows averaging 
better than 14 inches each, all taken on a trolled lure and 
flashers. Seems as though it takes a small hardware store 
on the line to attract the fish, as they just won’t respond to a 
plain lure. 
Few crappie were being taken last week. But Nita 
Antonio, fishing the Wittenterg Arm of the lake, came back 
with a string that she could barely carry to her car, all 
large fish. She used the ordinary small crappie feather lure 
Bass still hitting in Margarita Lake, for the dedicated 
bass angler. It’s a pity this wonderful water cannot be used 
to greater advantage. The potential is there, and there 
appears no reason why some of the bass and other warm- 
water fish experiments by the DFG could not be extended 
into using the potential of this lake. But it seems as though 
no one is interested in forcing an issue on the fishery. 
We have notification from the DFG that the Wildlife 
Conservation Board has approved a project to convert 
Central Valley’s Hatchery to a pilot hatchery that could 
produce 150,(X)0 yearlings, stri(^ bass or largemouth, 
annually. Wildlife Conservation Board funds come from the 
state allowance of the race track moneys, and are usually 
allowed on a matching basis for the enhancement and 
management of fish and game.

This would be 
wrong, so despite any truth 
of argument, the inability of 
the

bureaucratic 
process to effect the best 
solution could induce an 
even greater problem for 
the city in the loss of the 
new sewage plant. I felt a 
certain dichotomy of guilt 
and 
frustration. 
The 
temptation to impose a 
lesser "wrong” to achieve a 
greater "good” must be 
great. 
Whether 
my 
conclusion on the proposed 
ordinance is valid or not is 
not the real point. I soon 
remembered that one of my 
basic goals is to reverse the 
trend of helplessness on the 
part of the unelected and 
unappointed 
and 
induce 
their ethical involvement in 
our governmental process. 
The 
effect 
of 
any 
responsible 
citizen 
can 
indeed be great and good. 
No one is without this 
potential. 
If our officials indeed do 
consider 
the 
awesome 
responsibility of power they 
possess, 
any 
significant 
proposition for achieving a 
better society should be 
first judged if it is self- 
serving, 
and 
then, 
by 
personal involvement by the 
official (not by shunting it 
off into the bureaucratic 
system), to determine its 
effect 
for 
ultimate 
improvement 
for 
the 
society and ensure that even 
a lesser wrong does not 
result. This should be done 
by all levels of government. 
All too often that person is 
committed 
to 
the 
ineffective 
obligation 
to 
committees 
and 
in 
projecting image to do this. 
He also may not have the 
capability 
to 
see 
the 
problem-solution 
in 
its 
system context and then 
must seek an individual he 
can trust who can. We are 
all imperfect and will make 
mistakes, but if that person 
possesses the wisdom, that 
his position r^uires, they 
will be insignificant. 
I now ask that our state 
officials consider this. I also 
ask Lompoc citizens to 
recognize their ability and 
individual responsibility to 
the community and restore 
their 
own 
faith 
in 
themselves as an integral 
continuing 
element 
of 
government. 
Some may question my

self- 
serving and wonder why I 
was not more visible and not 
part of our formal local 
government.

The indictments are starting to roll in

Hopefully, the indictments will mark the 
beginning of the end of the investigation 
into what is most certainly one of the more 
insidious plans to subvert the tenets upon 
which the government of the United States 
is based. Certainly there are many areas 
of this Administrations business that could 
bear looking into. We don’t have sufficient 
answers for too many shady deals which 
have taken place over the last several 
years, and which are alleged to have been 
handled, by our government, in a way not 
for the benefit of the people of the U.S. 
Included here might be the milk, wheat and 
ITT cases now under scrutiny. We want 
those 
answers, 
and 
legislation 
which 
might put an end to such practices as well. 


We have a long fight ahead of us if we 
are to attempt to regain some of the pride 
we could all claim 
in a system of 
government by and for the people. It 
cannot be questioned, on the basis of some 
of 
the 
revelation 
of 
the 
Watergate 
proceedings, 
that 
the 
people 
in 
this 
country contribute precious little to the 
decision 
making 
processes 
of 
their 
government. And perhaps, due to apathy, 
or a feeling of political impotence, we 
have brought it on ourselves. 
However, we now have a tremendous 
advantage 
over 
prior 
generations 
of 
Americans. Through a vigorous court 
system and national 
media, 
we, 
the 
people, are seeing a little of what politics 
is all about, and maybe, with knowledge 
and the light of day, we can implement the 
changes necessary to preserve the system

as it was conceived by a group of men in 
Philadelphia nearly two hundred years 
ago. 
Being fed up with Watergate and related 
investigations is understandable because 
these proceedings have been going on for 
such a long time. But before you close your 
mind to further developments in this sad 
chapter of U.S. history, make sure you 
know exactly what it is you feel your 
country should be. 
If you like a country in which the 
government controls your daily lives, even 
to the extent of knowing what your 
psychiatrist thinks about your mind; or to 
having your taxes audited for punitive 
reasons; or to having your phone tapped 
without a court order, then ignore the 
information you are being given access to 
regarding the inner workings of your 
government. Ignore the parallels between 
what is happening now, in the U.S. and 
what more than 50,000 Americans died 
trying to prevent 
in Southeast Asia. 
Rationalize and justify any way you like 
the attacks being made on our Constitution 
and Bill of Rights, because neither of those 
admittedly rather philosophical bits of 
paper mean much anymore. 
However, if you feel the ideals for which 
Americans have been dying for over two 
hundred years are valid; if you feel that a 
country which functions with a consensus 
of the governed, through their elected 
representatives, is as vital as at the time 
of its inception, then don’t close your mind 
to Watergate. Don’t become fedup with 
each day’s chapter as this sordid tale 
unfolds. It is incumbent upon us that we 
keep ourselves informed, and do what each 
of us can do to reverse what can only be 
considered 
a dangerous trend toward 
totalitarianism in a country which, for 
more than a century, has been the model 
and ideal for others all around the world.

depicted the “aura” or outline of the 
whole leaf. 
Ah, yes, Kirlian photography. 
That’s what he was talking abaut. 
Psychic freaks believe that a 
person’s aura (energy flow) — any 
organic subject’s, for that matter — 
can be photographed by Kirlian 
photography, 
a 
te chnique 
discovered in the late 1930’s by 
Russian electronics expert Semyon 
Kirlian. 
Next the young man held up a 


Kirlian photograph of a psychic 
healer’s thumb print. The print 
looked like a sunburst. It is believed 
that the white 
burst around the 
black oval thumb print is the 
healer’s 
aura. 
A 
non-healer’s 
sunburst would register like a faint 
glow by comparison, I imagine. 
At one point, a woman took over 
and, using a light projector, began 
showing many different prints and 
interpreting 
their 
various 
differences. During her spiel, she 
mentioned 
that 
she 
wants 
to 
establish a Kirlian photography 
research center in Lompoc or 
Montecito. 
I had to know more about this, of 
course, and I cornered her after the 
lecture. 
She was Mrs. Catherine Magness 
who lives in Mission Hills. A woman 
with a long interest and some 
degrees in the human sciences 
(psychology and sociology), she puts 
much faith in the Kirlian effect, as 
she calls it, as a diagnostic and a 
prognostic 
device 
to 
discern 
people’s 
ills, 
especially 
mental 
illness. 
Kirlian photography, for instance, 
could be employed to determine if 
someone is suffering from acute 
anxiety, depression, or what. It 
could also be used in the area of 
agriculture, to prognosticate crop 
maladies, if a malady was on the 
way. People and crops could be 
saved. 
Mrs. Magness, whom I found very 
comfortable to talk to, was involved 
in this lecture because she and the 
young man (I can’t recall his name) 
had done an undergraduate project 
together in Kirlian photography. 


A few of us, including Mrs. 
M a^ess, had lunch in the faculty 
dining room. They talked about their 
psychic experiences; 
I couldn’t 
contribute to the conversation as I 


am still waiting for my first psi 
encounter. 
After lunch 1 sat down and read 
Time’s cover story. And wouldn’t 
you 
know? 
The 
writer quoted 
several 
pure 
scientists 
who 
discredit or cast serious doubts 
about 
the 
validity 
of 
Kirlian 
photography. 
I had been enchanted with the 
prospect of Kirlian photography as a 
tool to benefit mankind. Now I 
learned it could be only as useful as 
a pipe dream. 
Mrs. Magness will hear about 
these critics when I interview her 
soon on this research center in 
Lompoc. 


The 
vision 
of 
Solzhenitsyn 
continues to unwind before a world 
stunned by its magnificence, and 
now an act of audacity unequalled in 
recorded history; 
a 15-thousand 
word letter to Soviet leaders asking 
them to abandon Marxist ideology, 
no less. But this letter — written 
last September and transmitted 
then to these leaders and released 
only now for public scrutiny — was 
not merely a theatrical gesture. It is 
composed, for all that is is sublime 
in its impact, of Russian earth. It is 
the deed 
of an 
obsessed 
but 
wholesome patriot. 
It could not have 
been written except 
by a Russian who 
had 
experienced 
Soviet 
history 
in 
every pore, and felt 
in his soul the great 
weight of Russian 
history. And there 
are in it of course 
invocations 
of 
human 
idealism. 
But, mostly, it is: 
cold turkey 
Solzhenitsyn communicates how 
preoccupied Soviet leaders are with 
the possibility (probability?) of war 
with China. Solzhenitsyn says it 
quite clearly, that Russia and China 
are on 
a non-nuclear collision 
course. The reason is primarily 
ideological. He does not see how 
such a war, lasting ten years or 
more, could result in less than sixty 
million Russian casualties — double 
the casualties of the bloody Russian 
century, two world wars plus Stalin. 
Ideological 
differences 
would 
trigger the war. “And what do you 
think will happen (then)? That, 
when war breaks out, both the 
belligerents will simply fly the 
purity of their ideology on their 
flags? And that sixty million of our 
fellow 
countrymen 
will 
allow 
themselves to be killed because the 
sacred truth is written on page 533 
of Lenin and not on page 335 as our 
adversary claims? Surely only the 
very very first of them will die for 
that.” 
After that, he says, Russians will 
fight for Russia, even as they did in 
the second world war, when Stalin 
prudently 
retired 
all 
talk of 
international socialism, until the 
people of Russia had rebuffed the 
invader, 
permitting 
Stalin 
to 
resume his internal holocaust. And 
when that happens the present 
leadership 
of 
Russia 
will 
be 
dispossessed anyway, and Russia 
will not only be through as the 
principal patron of world-wide class 
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“/ don’t want that - I want any gold bridges you have 
in your mouth!” 


warfare, 
but 
will 
also 
be 
so 
weakened by the experience of the 
war that it will lose the ties to 
Western culture that animate it 
Solzhenitsyn goes on to spell out a 
great vision to Soviet leaders He 
sees the world suffering from a 
great Western heresy, the idea of 
eternal growth. It has led in Russia 
to the ruination of the land, the sea. 
the air, the community, and the 
human being. 


The great opportunity for Russia 
is to look — northeast. There is 
Siberia, peopled now by a scant one 
hundred and twenty-eight thousand. 
Siberia could receive the Russian 
hordes 
and 
there 
they 
might 
recapture something of the old life, 
made 
more 
enticing 
by 
the 
knowledge of what it is that they had 
fled from. There would be clean 
waters, and silent skies...and — 
above all — an absence of lies, “lies, 
lies, lies,” more oppressive in 
modern Russian than any of the 
material 
privations 
that 
have 
re s ult ed 
from 
ideological 
fanaticism. 


Think about it, Solzhenitsyn says, 
as though he were in the village 
marketplace, bargaining with a 
merchant for a table lamp. Think of 
it. You don’t have to go right away 
to a parliamentary democracy. 
R u s s i a ’s 
e x p e r ie n c e 
with 
democracy has been for only eight 


months in 1917, and they proved 
disastrous 
It 
would 
be 
an 
authoritarian government, for a 
good while and the present leaders 
could protect themselves in power. 
They would need only to renounce 
Marxism 
Permit people to say 
what they want, to practice their 
religion, to read what they want. 
“Only allow us a free art and 
literature and you will see what a 
rich harvest it brings. ” 


“What have you to fear? Is the 
idea really so terrible'^ Are you 
really so unsure of yourselves? You 
will 
still 
have 
a 
great 
and 
impregnable power, a separate, 
strong and exclusive party, the 
army, the police force, industry, 
transport, communications, mineral 
wealth, a monopoly foreign trade, 
an artificial rate of exchange for the 
ruble — but let the people breathe, 
let them think and develop. If you 
belong to the people heart and soul, 
there can be nothing to hold you 
back! ” 


Five months later, Solzhenitsyn 
was plucked out of Russia and 
dumped in Germany. But his great 
epistle to the Russian leaders — an 
instant classic — will survive them 
all: and may yet be critical in 
insuring the survival of the country 
he loves so deeply.

Incidentally 
the 
state will spend up 
to $35,000 in 1975-76 
on 
preservation, 
repairs 
and 
im­ 
provements at La 
Purisima State His­ 
toric Park, north­ 
east of Lompoc. 


Here is a list of the areas to be 
improved: the monastery will be 
refinished 
inside; 
shops 
and 
quarters will have their adobe walls 
refinished, the church will have 
interior plaster walls refinished; the 
pottery shop building will have 
repairs to the roof framing that 
supports the tile roof; the filter 
house will have the foundation 
repaired and stabilized and the tile 
and plaster walls refinished; and the 
aqueduct and reservoirs will be 
cleaned, repaired and the stonework 
remortared. 


In sorting out some of this 
information I came across the 
revelation that the first docent 
program — a system of volunteer 
guides — was first suggested in 1953. 
Officials credited a story in a local 
newspaper with initial success in 
recruiting individuals who would 
serve as guides in the mission.
